_ Efforts to resettle 
refugees blocked 
by ‘paper chase’

Huge volumes of paper work and miles of 
red tape have bottlenecked efforts to resettle 
the Vietnamese refugees at Camp Pendleton, 
according to Msgr. Mark Doran, director of 
the diocesan Catholic Community. Services 
(CCS). 


‘“‘Moving the refugees out of Pendleton as 
quickly as possible is a matter of life or death 
for another 60,000 refugees on Guam and 
Wake Island,’’ he said. 


“THE TYPHOON season will hit the South 
Pacific by the end of July at the latest and the 
refugees living in tent cities on the two 
islands will surely be killed unless moved to 
the mainland before then.’’ 


Many people have called CCS offering to 
sponsor a ‘Pendleton refugee family, Msgr. 
Doran explained, ‘‘but we just haven’t got 


_ the personnel to handle the paperwork and 


‘the interviews quickly enough.” 

Bert Donaldson, a graduate student at San 
Diego State University, is coordinating CCS 
refugee resettlement efforts for the summer. 


He is a parishioner of Blessed Sacrament, 
San Diego, and volunteered his services. 


“RIGHT NOW we desperately need 
volunteers who can donate at least 10 hours 
of their time per week typing, answering 
phones and going out into the community to 
interview prospective refugee sponsors,’’ he 
said. 


According to Msgr. Doran, sponsors are 
still needed, but the major problem right now 
involved interviewing and approving spon- 
sors who have already volunteered.

Four major events are scheduled in this diocese to celebrate 
the nation’s 200th birthday next year, according to Msgr. I. 
Brent Eagen, chancellor. : ; 


“Bishop Leo T. Maher will open the bicentennial year for 
Catholics in this diocese by leading an ecumenical service at 
Mission San Diego de Alcala at midnight, Jan. 1,’’ he said. 


MSGR. EAGEN has been named by the United States 
Catholic Conference (USCC) to ‘serve as_ bicentennial 
coordinator for the San Diego diocese. : : 


““Much of the diocesan observance will center around 
Mission San Diego,’’ he explained, ‘‘because it was the first 
foothold of Christianity in California.’’ 


In February of next year, the annual diocesan CCD 
Congress will have the theme of ‘‘Liberty, Justice and 
Peace,’’ Msgr. Eagen said, ‘‘in line with the theme set by the 
USCC for national Catholic participation in the bicentennial.”’ 


AS THE THIRD event, Bishop Maher will celebrate a 
special Mass on July 4, 1976, ‘‘either at St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral or the Immaculata at, USD.”’ 


Shortly following the Independence Day Mass, Msgr. 
Eagen said, ‘‘the annual Festival of Bells at Mission San 
Diego, July 16-18, will be celebrated as a special bicentennial 
event. 


“In July of 1776, Padre Junipero Serra returned to San 
Diego and rebuilt the mission which had been destroyed by 
Indians the previous year. 


“IT WAS IN that Indian raid on Nov. 5, 1775, that Padre 
Luis Jayme was martyred. Later this year we will 
commemorate his death at a special Mass at the Mission on 
Nov. 5.’’ 


Bishop Maher has named 14 people to: a_ special 
bicentennial committee to coordinate the celebration of the 
four major events and plan further observances on a deanery 
or other regional level, Msgr. Eagen said.

responsibility for a refugee family,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but they are encouraged to offer 
any material assistance they can in the 
form of rent;~food, furnishings, . etc. 


“THE REALLY important thing about 
sponsors is that they must have the time and 
mobility to really get a refugee family 
settled. 


“Refugees will need help finding jobs, 
permanent homes, schools for their children, 
food markets and stores to purchase clothing 
and furnishings,’’ Msgr. Doran said. 


“Our culture is totally different from 
theirs and it will be hard for them to adjust to 
American society.” 


MSGR. DORAN is particularly urging 
parishes and other Catholic organizations to 
sponsor refugee families. ‘‘They could set 
up'a committee to arrange whatever help the 
refugee family needs. This concept worked 
particularly well in the Los Angeles 
archdiocese several years ago as_ they 
resettled Cuban refugees.” 


He again emphasized that sponsorship 
does not depend on financial ability. ‘‘CCS 


can reimburse a sponsor for expenses to a 
maximum of $300 per refugee. 


“The sponsor merely has to submit 
receipts for rent, food, clothing, etc., and we 
will refund his money. In turn we will bill the 
United States Catholic Conference which has 
a-contract with the government to pay for 
refugee resettlement.”’ 


HE ALSO SAID that CCS is developing a 
housing bank. ‘‘We are keeping a list of 
housing that has been offered for refugees 
temporarily, if sponsors can’t, until perma- 
nent residences can be found for them.”’ 


Anyone who can volunteer services to 
work at the CCS office, 349 Cedar St., San 
Diego; serve as a sponsor;, offer housing or 
any aid whatsoever is urged to visit the office 
or call Bert Donaldson at 235-6418.

It may be legal, 


There is always a danger in deluding ourselves 
by thinking that legality also implies morality. 
Recent legislation passed for California permits 
acts between consenting adults which previously 
have been forbidden by law. In particular it refers 
to homosexual and related situations, and already it 
is being tested as possibly legalizing prostitution, 
since this usually occurs ‘‘between consenting 
adults.’’ : 


Unfortunately there are many people who 
presume that removal of the liability to prosecution 
means acceptance of the act as moral. Making 
homosexual acts or fornication ‘‘legal’’ in no way 
precludes them from moral censure. They still 
remain objectively sinful and contrary to the official 
teaching of God and the Church. 


So, young people, don’t be fooled. Because such 
immoral acts are not banned by the state, don’t get 
the idea that they are ‘‘okay’’. And because 
newsstands and drug stores sell pornographic 
magazines, that doesn’t make them any less 
degrading. 


The bishop and lawyers 


Bishop Maher touched on the vexed question of 
what makes law last weekend when he spoke at the 
graduation of the Law School of USD. 


‘“As for the doctrine which would reduce laws to 
the automatic effects of physical and emotional 
processes, it is enough to say that such a theory 
would reduce justice to the level of the brute animal 
kingdom,’’ said the bishop. And he ended his 
address: ‘‘If there are no eternal truths, if 
everything changes, then we may not complain 
when the standard of citizenship changes from 


freedom to servility and when democracy‘relapses ~~ 


into tyranny.’’ 


On the.same day he told the graduating students 
of the USD undergraduate colleges: ‘Unless man’s 


conscience is enlightened by the knowledge and 


principles that express God’s law, there can be no 
firm and lasting morality.’’ 


Not official catechism 


There may: be some confusion that the recently 
announced ‘’American Catholic Catechism’’ is an 
official publication. An official of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference has pointed out that it is not. The book 
is described as ‘‘a statement on the faith by a 
number of scholars which contains discussion on 
several matters ‘that are in areas of theological 
debate and research.’’ The catechism is published 
by Seabury Press, a Protestant firm.

Editorial— 
The bell tolls - 
-As the nation moves toward its 


bicentennial celebration, the Supreme Court 
marked: the occasion by sounding the death 
knell for religious freedom, the very principle 
that led to colonization of America. 

In a 6-3 vote May 19, the justices ruled 
unconstitutional a Pennsylvania law that 
provided for the loan of instructional material 
and equipment to private schools from public 


The decision moves beyond excessive 
entanglement of church and state. The court 
has drawn the battle line by demonstrating that 
religious freedom for Catholics will not be 
tolerated, at least by the judicial arm_ of 
government. ; 


Consider that the court has consistently 
denied aid to private elementary and high 
schools, the overwhelming majority of which are 
Catholic. At the same time, the court has 
upheld many times over the right of private 
colleges and universities, most of which are 
Protestant, to government subsidy. 


No one has asked the government to 
assume financial responsibility for the Catholic . 
school system. Catholics will take care of that. 
They should, they have and they will because a 
private education is, afterall, a’ matter of 
choice. ; 


At the same time Catholics pay taxes to 
support the public schools as a matter of duty 
and patriotism. But since their tax money pays: 
for instructional material and equipment, their 
children should be entitled to use it. 


But the Supreme Court says: ‘‘No. You 
must choose between your faith and your 
child's welfare.’’ 


The Constitution says that all Americans 
not only have the right to choose their faith and 
practice it, but also the right.to life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness. i 


The contradiction is obvious and brings 
the anti-Catholic bias of the highest court in the 
land squarely to the fore. 


What is the court afraid of? Do they fear 
the Catholic voice as the~ largest, ~most\ 
organized moral force in-America? Do they _ 
suffer disquieting pangs of conscience as, 
day-by-day, their decisions push this country 
closer to total secularism? .

Getting to know and love 


We were talking...about the restless- 
ness and dissatisfaction that so often 
plague us‘and the recurring doubt that the 
course we are following is in fact right for 
us. : 


| suppose it is mainly when obstacles or 


rebuffs, or simply weariness, disrupt the 


even tenor of our lives and success and we 
are brought to a point of uncertainty that 
we question where and who we are and 
where we are going. 


MOST OFTEN, for. Christians, the 
question takes the form, “Am | doing 
what God wants me to do?’’ Most often 
too, we add to already irritating 
frustration by allowing pre-occupation 
with our problems to obscure or block 
God’s answer—if and when it comes. 

Usually at this time prayer seems arid 
and we discover that we ‘‘get nothing’’ 
out of the Mass, that the liturgy is ‘‘cold 
and meaningless.’’ What, we anguish, is 
happening to our spiritual life? 

It is avery real and disturbing crisis and 
can be deeply depressing. Then we 
become conscious of the need to talk to 
someone, to share the burden, to ask for 
help. We. experience a longing for 
intimacy in our relationships—a meeting 
of minds and mutual recognition. There is 
‘an. urgent necessity to be keyed to 
someone—to find a ground through which 
all the pent-up negative charge may be 
dispersed. 


I REMEMBER very sll the times when 
this terrible restlessness seemed to find 
its focus in a profound longing for love. 
Later, much later, | learned that, in truth, 
it was only through love that | could come 
to. inner peace.

I had first identified it, but in an intimate 
relationship with Christ, where all love 
has its beginning and its end.

in order to embrace life— whatever our life 
may be—with joy and enthusiasm and 
come to our human fulfillment. 

But, like all relationships, it is a 
two-way street. It begins in growing 
awareness and increasing knowledge of 
each other. Christ's: knowledge and 
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enduring love of us is the common factor. 


The variable is our response. 

To come to know and love someone, we 
must make contact of some kind. To-come 
to know:and love Christ, daily prayer and 
spiritual reading are essential. In this dry, 
frustrating period, prayer will probably be 
not at all satisfying; the liturgy will 
probably continue to seem chill and 
cheerless. But if we are serious about 
wanting this relationship to develop, or 
wanting to develop ourselves within this 
relationship, then perseverance is the only 
way. 

ALTHOUGH PRAYER may be offered 
at any time, in any place, counselors 
advise setting aside a specific time each 
day. In that brief moment, we commit 
ourselves to seeking God—to raising our 
minds and hearts to him—to becoming 
‘“‘God-centered’’ instead of ‘‘me-cen- 

“tered.’’ as 

It is hard, when one is struggling with 
an inability to see sense or purpose in 

to be told to pray even more 
intensely. It is hard, when. we can hear 
nothing but our own heart-beat, to be told 
to rest quietly and listen for the voice of 
God. 

To take that first step, set that first 
discipline, commit ourselves to that initial 
purpose of prayer and reflection seems to 
demand almost more effort than we can 
muster. Seldom do we embrace the 

‘thought enthusiastically. 


BUT.IT IS HARDER still to try to find 
God in self-pity or spiritual immobility. 
Daily prayer brings us alive to God, even 
when it seems monotonous. ~ Slowly, 
imperceptibly, if we pursue it, our minds 
and hearts are opened to his presence and 
his -action’in our lives. 

With the inevitability of gradualness, 
we are drawn into that love affair which 


must color every aspect of our lives. Then 


we may wonder how we could ever have 
found the liturgy cold and lifeless; how we 
could ever doubt that God will guide us 
unerringly in the way of our destiny.

Poverty, Chastity and Obedience 


~ What it takes 


tobea

In general, a man’ wishing to become a 
Brother starts off as a ‘‘candidate’’ or 
‘‘postulant.’’ This first step lasts anywhere 
from a few months to several years and 
might even begin while the candidate still 
lives at home. 


During this time the prospective Brother, 
while learning about the religious life under 
guidance, might continue with his studies, 
train for a job, or be actively involved in 
some form of ministry. He is also gradually 
introduced to community life and prayer. 


THIS FIRST phase is very much tailored to 


the needs of the individual and his 
community. There is an emphasis on 
personal development and on living com- 
munity life. 


Less and less is any time spent in separate 


‘houses of formation. The candidate lives 


with Brothers on a day-to-day basis, 
enabling him to better judge what the 
Brotherhood is all about. 


Candidates now tend to be older when 
they ask or are encouraged to join the 
Brothers. They are urged to. realistically 
evaluate their call and the options open to 
them. even before seeking admission. 
Hopefully, too, they have resolved the 
“crisis of faith’? which often hits late 
adolescents and young people. 


RELIGIOUS COMMUNITIES have under- 
gone changes lately which are reflected in 
their training programs. Religious houses 
generally are more open and available for 
other Christians. 


Outsiders are invited in to share in the 


liturgy or a meal, or simply to find a willing 


Brother 


listener. Brothers too are much more likely 
to go beyond their community to serve the 
People of God. 


The second and major step in preparation 
for the brotherhood is the novitiate. The 
novice’s primary task is to seriously study 
himself, his community and what it means to 
be a Brother. 


ALTHOUGH THIS was formerly a year of 
total seclusion, today it is generally spent 
between periods of prayer, reflection, and 
study, and full involvement in community 
life and service to God’s people. This helps 
the novice to realistically test his calling. 


After at least a year, when the novice feels 
ready and his community too, is satisfied 
that he is ready, he is admitted to temporary 
profession. He takes the vows of poverty, 
celibacy, and obedience for a definite period 
of time such as a year. 


Poverty challenges him to lead a simple 


life and to share his goods and income with 
his community. Celibacy is a commitment to 
seek God through a community of Brothers 
rather than marriage. Obedience prompts a 


Brother to search for the will of God through © 


his community and its leaders. 


AFTER PROFESSION some Brothers 
return to studies or further training before 
going into the active ministry serving others. 
The new Brother’s ministry is determined 
according to his particular calling, talents, 
education, and the needs of the People of 
God. ‘ 


While religious training and personal 


renewal are really never over, after several 


years a Brother makes his final commitment. 
This is truly the moment he has been waiting 
for when hé commits himself to God in the 
service of others through his community. 
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Brotherhood: A Religious Vocation 


Free to be 
fools for Christ

For the first 1,500 years of the Church’s 
life, virtually all male religious orders were 
brotherhoods. Such founders as St. Benedict 
and St. Francis saw their followers as 
Brothers, a few of whom were ordained for 
the service of the members. 


Brothers and the few priests worked side 
by side in the ancient monasteries as 
farmers, preservers of manuscripts, con- 
templatives, students. Diocesan clergy 
typically served the needs of the wider 


‘Christian community. 


GRADUALLY A series of changes took 
place that resulted in the majority of 


religious becoming priests and _ being, 


involved’in the so-called active apostolate. 
Parallel to this development in the older 
groups was the founding since the 16th 
century of many orders engaged in 
specialized apostolates. 


Aside from the all-Brother congregations 
(typically teachers, health or social service 
workers, etc.), most of the modern orders 
became predominantly clerical. The Broth- 
ers served a subordinate role as helpers of 
the priests. 


But since Vatican II, there has been a 
strong: swing back to the concept of 
brotherhood in the mixed orders—all 
members are Brothers, some of whom 
become priests. 


BROTHERS MOVED quickly from servic- 


ing the material needs of the community and | 


assisting the priests to collaborating. equally 
in the apostolic mission of the order or 
engaging in work outside this traditional 
mission. : 


Akin to this has been a trend in some 
all-Brother congregations to have a few men 
ordained specifically to serve the community 
and its direct apostolates, but to remain 
Brothers in all other aspects of their lives. 


Vatican II ushered in an era of rapid 
change in all aspects of the life of the 
Church. While solemnly professing the 
highest esteem for religious life, the Council 
entreats religious to ‘‘adapt their life to 
modern needs.”’ Such adaption has not been 
without pain, puzzlement, confusion, and 
misunderstanding. 


» WHERE ONCE conformity and unity were 
the marks of religious life, today variety is its 
major characteristic: variety in types of 
spiritual and apostolic training, community 
life, authority structure, ministries, living 
out of the obligation of the vows, 
involvement in such community .commit- 
ments as schools. 


Being perhaps the freest people in the 
church and society, Brothers have the 
potential for prophetically trying out new life 
styles, new approaches to the spiritual life, 
new ‘“‘risk’’ ministries—for being the 
‘‘cutting edge’’ of the adaptation Vatican II 
mandated. 


Being apart from the more structured 
clerical hierarchy in the church, Brothers are 
free to do any task needed for the good of 
people. Their spiritual life and many-faceted 
apostolic training equip them to be in the 
vanguard of service wherever the needs are 
greatest. 


IN SUCH an era of rapid change it is 
inevitable that some turmoil and question 
and doubt should result. Brother groups 
reflect all of these. Few thinkers are 
predicting a quick (if ever) return to 
stability. 

The pendulum may continue to swing and 
never come to rest at a comfortable 
mid-point. Constant searching, questioning, 


doubting, hoping, building may well 
continue to challenge religious Brothers. 


Today some 10,000 American Brothers are 
living in 25 all-Brother Congregations and 70 
priest-Brother groups. Almost half are 
teachers, typically in high schools and 
colleges. Others are involved in virtually all 
kinds of service-oriented work. 


CONGREGATIONS RANGE in size from a 
diocesan group of a dozen men _ to 
international teaching orders with numbers 
in the thousands. Over-all numbers have 
dropped in the past decade, but recently 


there seems to be an upturn in the number of 


young men applying for admittance. 


In our rapidly changing world, what can 
we expect of religious life tomorrow—espec- 
ially the life of a Brother? 


Perhaps as some present day writers 
claim, the only words of importance will be 
Brotherhood and Sisterhood. All else may be 
superfluous—ordination, vows, ministry, 
structure, hierarchy, authority. Brotherhood 
and Sisterhood in this sense define for all 
people their fundamental human relation- 
ships. 


IN THIS VIEW, Sisterhood and Brother- 
hood would be the key to all religious 
development. Giving witness to the com- 
munity of love and concern founded by 
Christ, Brothers can, through their lives and 
service, be essential elements in Christian- 
Ity. 

The Brother may then become a central 
fact in the life of the Church—giving witness 
to the love of Christ in his life, bringing the 
healing of Christ in his work, spreading the 
message of Christ by his example. 


Perhaps the best summary of this exciting 
potential for religious is contained in a 
recent statement of the Conference of Major 
Superiors of Men—the official organization 
of the provincials and superior-generals of 
orders of priests and Brothers. 


PARAPHRASING their ‘‘expectations for 
the future’ we might predict: 


In the light of their Gospel-oriented 
questioning of national values, Brothers will 
become ever more critical in their appraisal 
of U.S. culture. 


Hence, Brothers will live more simply and 
in sharp contrast with the consumer 
mentality, thus identifying more with the 
poor and insecure of the world. 


BROTHERS WILL be more truly contem- 
plative in response to Gospel values and the 
charisms of their communities, less depend- 
ent on the national culture. 


Brothers will increasingly live in small 
communities, and most forms of large 
institutional living as we have known them 
will disappear. : 


The young men attracted to religious life 
may be fewer in number but they will reflect 
a greater commitment to community and 
ministry. : 

RELIGIOUS SUPERIORS will come to 
grips with their prophetic and reconciling 
roles and speak frankly, boldly and with 
integrity in their communities and in the 
public forum. 


_ By boldly proclaiming Gospel values, 
Brothers will be seen as ‘‘fools of Christ,”’ 
and subject to misunderstanding and even 
hatred by some, but more truly respected by 
others. 


As Brothers grow in their critical 
awareness of U.S. culture, they will develop 
a new understanding and appreciation. of 
their commitment and vows as counter-cul- 
tural forces and religious life as a prophetic 
movement.

Prior to Vatican II when a Brother’s garb 
was so similar to that of a priest, the Brother 
was frequently mistaken for a priest, usually 
by someone under the influence who thought 
it would be an opportune time to go to 
confession. 


So the Brother would explain his status in 
the Church taking note of the distinction 
between ordained clerics and lay religious. 
And invariably the response was, ‘‘Oh, so 
you’re Brother, Father.’’ ; 


SINCE MOST people were familiar with 
Catholic Sisters this writer always found it 
simplified things for the casual inquirer by 
responding to the original question with, ‘‘A 
Brother is a male counterpart of a religious 
Sister.’’ 


While the above anecdote may be 
amusing, it also illustrates a reality that 
exists: Brothers are unknown, or where 
known are often misunderstood. In writing 
this article, the intention is not only to make 
known the existence of religious Brothers, 


but also to explain why Brothers are ~ 


Brothers. 


Everyone is called to serve the Lord, but 
not everyone is called to serve Him in the 
same manner. For the large majority of 
people, the call to serve the Lord is fulfilled 
in marriage and parenthood. 


A NUMBER of men and women also serve 
the Lord with their lives as unmarried lay 
persons. 


And. a small number serve Him in the 
priesthood by which they are empowered to

He is a person who lives a simple life, 
Gospel-centered, in a celibate community 


administer the sacraments to the faithful. 
But there are also women and men who are 
called to serve the Lord in none of the 
aforementioned states, and these we call 
religious Sisters and religious Brothers. 


A religious Brother is one who dedicates 


- himself to growing in the love of the Lord. - 


And while this might be said of any devout 
Christian, the Brother follows through on his 
intention by taking definite steps that will 
lead in the direction of the fulfillment of his 
goal: he chooses to live his commitment to 
Christ in a praying community of vowed men 
engaged in service to their fellow’ men. 
Hence the three major ‘characteristics of the 
Brother’s life: prayerful community, vows or 
promises, and service. 


IN A POST Vatican II world that sees the 
Church desperately striving (and frequently 
failing) to serve the needs of a rapidly 
changing world, the Brother stands as a 
witness of the unity that binds all mankind. 


His commitment is a sign and a living 
proof that Christ is still among us. His 
consecration reminds all of us that the 
Church is a brotherhood of believers. His 
apostolic endeavors show that the Church is 
redeeming the world as Christ did by loving 
it. 


He is a sign and an example that God 


-wishes all men to be brought together in 


peace and harmony through mutual efforts 
of understanding and cooperation. He is a 
sign of love, of hope, of guidance.

National Catechetical Directory 


Adult Ed.

Adult religious education is the priority of 
the Catholic Church in the United States. 
Why is that so? What should adults study? 


These issues are discussed in Chapter 
Seven of the National Catechetical Directory. 
“EDUCATION for adults is considered 
the primary concern of religious education 
for several reasons. First, because of their 


_ maturity, adults are in the best position to 


benefit by such education and. to respond 


a priority 


“Religious education for adults is the 
culmination of the entire catechetical 
process because it affords the opportunity to 
teach the whole Christian message.’’ (“‘To 
Teach as Jesus Did,’’ 47) Second, the adult 
community in general and parents in 
particular have a special obligation to foster 
faith in the young both by example and by 
teaching. 


‘* ..Finally, the Church has a compelling 
mission to promote justice and peace in our 
times. The success of this mission depends 
primarily on the service of an enlightened 
and dedicated laity who have experienced 
the kind of conversion called for in the 
Bishops’ Document on Justice in the World. 
‘,..education demands a renewal of heart, a 
renewal based on the recognition of sin in its 
individual and social manifestations.’ (‘‘Jus- 
tice in the World,’’ 46) 


“BECAUSE ADULT religious eduéation 
must always be viewed as the end toward 
which children’s programs aim, it should be 


colorless, the reality is not. Just as. people 
come in different colors, sizes and shapes, 
the Brothers come to the service of God with 
varied skills, talents, and aptitudes. 


Teachers, architects, plumbers, nurses, 
carpenters, engineers, musicians, laborers; 
artists, psychologists, artisans, doctors, 
writers, farmers, secretaries, parish minis- 
ters—whatever the particular talent God has 
given the Brother, he uses in his service to 
the People of God. 


This service is only one aspect of the 
Brother’s life. His main focus is always the 
love of God. To help him keep on target, he 
joins other men with the same goal who 
together form community. 


THIS COMMUNITY life, modeled on life 
in the early Church where the faithful were 
of one heart and soul, is rooted and 
grounded in the love of the Brothers for God 
and for one another. 


‘They continued steadily learning the 
teaching of the Apostles, and joined in their 
fellowship, in the breaking of bread, and in 
prayer. All the believers shared everything 
in common; they sold their possessions and 
goods and divided the proceeds among the 
fellowship according to the individual need: 
Day after day they met by common consent 
in the Temple; they broke bread together in 
their homes, sharing meals with simple joy. 
Every day the Lord added to their number 
those who were finding salvation.’’ (Acts 
2:42-47) 


From the friendship formed and the unity 
engendered by common. prayer from 
possessing things in common, and a sharing 


of talents, the Brother receives the support 
he needs to live out his divine call to serve. 


FURTHER, IT IS the union of the 
Brothers in fraternal love which prepares 
them to achieve community in its most 
profound reality through the common 
celebration of the Eucharist. 


With its non-materialistic orientation, 
religious life stands in opposition to the 
consumerism and status struggle which 
claim so much attention and energy. 


With its attempt to set a balance between 
thought and action, work and prayer, person 
and community, it opens-options that lead to 
genuine life. At the center of this life is God 
and it is here that meaning, integrity, and 
happiness are found. 


ALIVE TO the enormity of the problems 
facing modern society and the tremendous 
need of Christ-bearers in that society, the 
Brothers seek men who have the courage to 


“ give themselves completely to a life that in 


the world’s view is a waste of time, talent, 
and manpower. : : ; 


Only the enthusiastic and resourceful 
need apply, for time is too precious to waste 
on those who come seeking comfort and 
security. Those who come to a religious 
Brothers’ community must be men of faith, 
men of hope, and,. above all, men of love. 


Our faith and hope are placed in Jesus, 
who so loved us that He became like us in all 
things except sin. Life as a Brother 
guarantees challenge, service, commitment, 
and the opportunity of becoming one of the 
world’s great lovers. 


to service, prayer and study 


given first priority in terms of assigning 
personnel, funds, and time for the task. 


“...The reasons why adult education 
should be considered ‘the chief form of 
catechesis’ (‘‘General Catechetical Direc- 
tory,’” 20) dictate in a general way what 
must be covered in all adult programs. There 
must be an ongoing formation in the reading 


of Scripture, liturgical worship and the 


spiritual life, particularly prayer. 


The theological traditions of the Church 
which explain the nature and meaning of 
revelation, liturgy and the spiritual life and 
the insights of contemporary theologians 
should be an integral part of this continuing 
formation. 


“PARENTS -AND guardians will need 
additional instruction regarding the nature 
of their responsibilities to nurture the faith 
of their children and the means of fulfilling 
them. This kind of education is necessary at 
least in a general way for all adults since the 
entire faith community shares in this 
responsibility to the young. 

‘Finally special attention to the Church’s 
mission to promote justice and: peace is 
central to all adult education. This education 
includes accurate information about the 
nature and enormity of the problems, 
training in the human sciences and skills 
necessary for resolving these problems and 
the ongoing proclamation of the Gospel 


message which inspires and motivates 
persons to assume their responsibility for 
this mission in response to Jesus’ call. 


“Another special topic to be stressed in 
adult education is the nature of Christian 
freedom. Oppression today takes many 
forms, some of which are subtly disguised 
under the mantle of authentic values like 
patriotism, free enterprise, law and order, 
tradition and even individual rights. 


“A RELATED concern, though not 
specifically theological, is education in the 
process of change. Adults especially need to 
be equipped with the rationale-and the skills 
necessary for coping with the rapid change 
that has become a characteristic of our social 
order. 


“Without this ‘help there is the real 
danger that they either feel compelled to 


" reject all change or to haphazardly abandon 


traditional values and practices that should 
be preserved. picts 


‘‘Besides these general characteristics of 
the content of education necessary for all 
adult believers, many other kinds of content 
are proper to particular groups within the 
adult community.’’’

a confessional Seu!

Very shortly a new Rite for the Sacrament 
of Penance will be in widespread use 
throughout the United States. 


A directive in the Introduction of that ° 


revised ritual reveals an interesting develop- 
ment. It states: 

‘FOLLOWING THIS prayer, the priest 
extends his hands, or at least his right hand, 
over the head of the penitent and 
pronounces the formula of absolution...’’ 


How the confessor can extend either both 


or at least his right hand over the penitent’s” 


head in our customary ‘“‘boxes’’ is a good 
question. Later the actual rubric does 
slightly modify this point, indicating as an 
alternative he ‘‘at least extends his right 
hand.”’ That procedure clearly is peastbion in 
the standard confessional. 


In a similarly flexible manner, introduc- 
tory directions suggest: ‘‘Then the priest, or 
the penitent himself, may read a text of holy 


scripture, or this may be done as part of the - 


preparation for the sacrament.”’ 


AGAIN, IT would be nearly impossible 
for me to have done this last Saturday in our 
““box’’; however, I easily did it in our room 
of reconciliation. 


The reformed ritual does not speak in any 
detail about the kind of space which will be 
the normal location for the celebration of 
Penance. It merely notes ‘‘the sacrament of 


Penance is celebrated in the place and - 


location prescribed by law.”’ 


Nevertheless, 1 would infer from such 
recommendations as the extension of hands 
and the shared reading of biblical texts that 
construction of a room or area in which these 
is highly 
desirable and an obvious ramification of the 
new Rite. 

WHAT CAN be done with existing 
churches to provide at reasonable cost such 
reconciliation spaces? There are several 
immediate possibilities: 


Regular readers will recall our room of © 


reconciliation at Holy Family. We converted 
a relatively unused room off one entrance 


into such an attractive, softly lighted area. 
Here penitents can confess either kneeling 


or sitting behind a wooden grate or sitting . 


face to face across-a table from the priest. 


A former baptistry (with the font moved to 
the sanctuary) in many instances can be 
transformed without great difficulty into 4 
permanent reconciliation area. 


CRYING ROOMS (already sound stooted. 
obviously) and sacristies become, with 
suitable drapes and moveable furniture, 
satisfactory temporary locations for the 
celebration of Penance. 


A traditional two penitent confessional can 


- be changed ‘into a small, slightly crowded 


room of reconciliation for one penitent in 
which the various necessary options are 
provided for each person. 


I have before me two blueprints with 
designs by Robert Rambusch of a ‘‘Re- 
modeled Confession for Reconciliation 
Rites.”” The New York artist takes the 
traditional two penitent confessional, knocks 
out old partitions and adds a few new ones, 
then suggests draw curtain, wall lamp, 
priest’s swivel and penitent’s straight chair, 
plus a prie-dieu. These simple renovations 
thus present parishioners with a quite 
inexpensive reconciliation space. 


WHERE THERE is sufficient passageway 
area, Rambusch slightly enlarges the 
arrangement by pushing the reconciliation 
walls out 16 incles into the aisle. In both 
circumstances the draw curtain is controlled 
by the penitent who can confess behind it 
with perfect anonymity or-pull the drape 
aside and converse in a face to face manner 
with the priest. 


The essential element in any room of 
reconciliation is this freedom or option 
offered penitents to select that method— 
anonymous or face to face, kneeling or 
sitting—which they find most comfortable 
and conducive to a personal meeting with 
Christ their Savior.

and these areas for Penance will require 
more time than it did in the past.

How young people 
see religious life 
in the church today

Young. people are telling us 
important things. They’re talking commun- 
ity, commitment,. service. 


Communities of various kinds are 
springing up all over. Young people realize 
that living isolation isn’t the way to go. 
They’re coming together, sharing their 
goods and their talents, showing deep 
concern for one another. This togetherness 
is for them an effective way to live out their 
love of neighbor. 


THOUGH LIVING in a time of great 
uncertainty, young people are taking risks 
based on a willingness to make a 


commitment to a person or a cause. They are. 


less than impressed by those who would 
canonize doubt. 


Young people are willing to search out 
together with others, those areas deserving 
of priority. At times, we may question those 
priorities. But one thing is sure: When they 
make up their minds, they put their efforts 
where they have discovered their priorities 
should be. 


Service? Young people are giving of 
themselves to causes that are oriented 
toward people. They have a deep concern for 
the poor, the hungry, the alienated. 


THEY SPEND much of their time either 
directly with those who need them or with 
persons and/or agencies in a position to 
bring about changes for peace and justice. 


But what of their motive? Is it religious or 
merely humanitarian? It’s probably more 
religious than we give them credit for, Many 
have had deep religious experiences. 2 


Through a greater awareness of their 
talents and gifts, they have come to realize 
that their persons can make a difference in 
the lives of others. 


IT WOULD seem, then, that the climate 
for vocations should be ideal. But there is a 
vocation crisis. Why is this so? 


The answers that first come to mind are 
defections, materialism and a permissive 
society. But we would like to focus on four 
additional phenomena: misinterpretations of 
Vatican I; secularism; community polariza- 
tion; and decline in encouragement. 


Let us look first at the misinterpretations 
of Vatican II. During the Reformation the 
church had to defend the vocation to the 
priesthood against its attackers and in doing 
so the priesthood and the religious life 
became a direct call from God to holiness—a 
cut above any other Christian calling. 


THE MODERN church, no longer on the 
defensive, rectified what might have been an 
overreaction by issuing the Vatican II 
document which showed all of the faithful

being called to the fullness of the Christian 
life. 


To read this ‘‘call of the whole church to 
perfection’’ as a diminishing of the value of 
the priesthood or the religious life is not only 


to misunderstand the document, but to 
minunderstand God’s plan. 
YET THE concept of the common 


priesthood of all the faithful has led to a 
minunderstanding of the fact that religious 
participate in the priesthood of Christ in a 
way that goes beyond the general priesthood 
of the faithful. 


Today’s society is a secularistic one. We 
have seen in recent years the prestige and 
sphere of influence of the Catholic Church 
diminish greatly. Recruitment to religious life 
is more difficult in such an atmosphere of 
decline. 


Gone are the days when the Church had a 
counterpart to every secular structure, when 
a Catholic could have a complete life without 
venturing beyond the walls of his own 
religious subculture. Such a Catholic 
environment produced a high number of 
priests and religious and placed them in 
prestigious positions. 

THIS WAS partly why the Catholic Church 
had so many vocations. Today with the 
disappearance of the Catholic subculture, 
the Church will have to adjust her vocation 
expectations to levels experienced by other 
denominations. 


In a day when. social structures and 
idealogies are all undergoing challenge and 
change, it is healthy that the Church also is 
involved in this soul-searching. But the 
resulting climate of confusion, instability, 
and polarization has affected religious life, 
Studies show that where an organization’s 
goals, values, and attitudes are unclear, 
enroliments decline. 


Finally, there has been a marked decline 
in encouraging young people to choose the 
religious life. Questionnaires dealing with 
the vocation crisis reveal that individual 
priests and religious spend less time and 
exert less effort in encouraging vocations 
than in the past. Even if their reasons are 
acceptable, the decreasing amount of 
encouragement given prospective candi- 
dates is bound to affect vocational 
counseling. 


IT WOULD, however, be a mistake to read 
the above and settle into a state of defeatism 
since these causes are largely beyond our 
control. This would be disastrous. We 
should, instead, face the fact that an all-out 
effort is needed if we are to surmount these 
recruiting obstacles. 


The young themselves are our incentive. 
They are concerned about community, 
commitment, and service. They’re asking, 
“Where can we find these things?’’ For 
many, the answer may be, ‘In a religious 
community.’’

Vatican gives amber light to 
Catholic charismatic renewal 


“ROME (NC)—Without giving the green 
-light to all elements in the charismatic 
movement, the Vatican has clearly indicated 
that a movement faithful to the guidance of 
the bishops could only be welcomed by the 
universal Church. 


IN A CORDIAL meeting in St. Peter’s 
Basilica May 19 with 10,000 participants in 
the International Conference on Charismatic 
Renewal, the Pope spoke. enthusiastically 


about a ‘‘renewal’’ being worked today by 
the Spirit. 
Although the Pope never explicitly 


equated that renewal with the charismatic - 


movement, Vatican sources interpreted the 
speech as the Pope’s clear belief that the 
charismatic movement is a part of the work 
of the Spirit. 


The Pope did not mention by name the 
movement’s more controversial characteris- 
tics, such as speaking in tongues, prophecy 

‘or healing, all of which were practiced 
during the three-day conference at the 
Catacombs of St. Callixtus outside Rome. 


BUT HE DID point out signs of renewal 
that pleased him: ‘‘A taste for prayer, 
contemplation, praising God, attentiveness 
to the grace of the Holy Spirit, and more 
assiduous reading of the holy Scriptures.”’ 


Many of the Pope’s sentiments were 


‘presaged in a talk to charismatics on 


Pentecost Sunday by Cardinal Jan Wille- 
brands, president of the Vatican Secretariat 
for Promoting Christian Unity. : 
“The charismatic renewal,’’ he said, 
“living and developing in contact with, in 


obedience to, in love of the pastoral leaders: 
‘of the Church, 


is a real renewal, a 
participation and increase of faith and love in 
personal and communal life.”’ 


THE VATICAN’S concern that the 
movement stay linked to the Church found 
another echo in a prayer offered by Cardinal 
Leo Josef Suenens, of Malines-Brussels, 
Belgium, the highest-ranking churchman 
connected with the renewal, during a 
conference Mass at St. Peter’s. He asked 
that the charismatic movement be absorbed 
into the Church’s mainstream as one of 
many currents of Church renewal. 


The Pope, according to informed sources, 
has been under pressure from high Vatican 
officials to condemn the movement and 
squash it. 


Attended by 10,000 people from 60 
countries, the conference was held under the 
patronage of 17 bishops, including Cardinal 
Humberto Medeiros, of Boston, Archbishop 
Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, Archbishop 
William Baum of Washington and Archbish- 
op Philip, Hannan of New Orleans. 


California Catholic school plan 


for self-study ‘unique in nation’ 


LOS ANGELES—The quality check on | 


Catholic schools in California is unique, and 
drawing national attention, according to the 
president of the Western Catholic Education 
Association. (WCEA). 


Msgr. James Gaffey, Santa Rosa diocesan 
school superintendent and president of 
WCEA, told a regional meeting of Catholic 
school superintendents that the system of 
evaluation “‘is unique among the nation’s 
public and non-public schools. By June, 
1976, it will have reached 85 per cent of the 
parish schools in the state.” 

[IN SAN DIEGO, 72 schools have 
undergone the first phase, says Sister Helen 
Bay of the diocesan education office. The 
finalsthree schools in this diocese will be 
evaluated next year.) — 


In the state, 611 parish schools will have 


the first phase evaluation by June, 1977, and 
the second phase will start next year. 
Inquiries through the National Catholic 
Educational Association show interest in the 
plan outside California, said Msgr. Gaffey. 


The evaluation program includes a year of 
self-study and a two-day inspection by a 
visiting committee, which includes a pastor, 
as well as teachers and administrators. 


‘SISTER HELEN is a member of the 
WCEA team which adapted the evaluation 
system used for Western Association schools 
and colleges for Catholic elementary 
schools. WASC is the accreditation agency 
for universities and colleges. 


The Catholic superintendents at their 
meeting also discussed Catholic schools 
status under the new school meal bill.

As the new recipient of an 
honorary degree, she quickly 
clutched her pulse, like a TV

IN MORNING ceremonies 
the Law School bestowed a 
similar honorary doctorate of 
laws on former Gov.

Bishop Maher, as -chair- 
man of the board of USD 
trustees, presided at both 
ceremonies, with the uni- 
versity president Dr. Author 
E. Hughes Jr., board and 
faculty members forming a 
colorful backdrop. 


The vrince said he was too 
overcome with emotion to 
make any speech, and that 
he was thankful to be back in 


his ‘‘second home, San 
Diego.’’ He graduated from 
the undergraduate school in 
1965. 


MISS CARR, whose -cita- 
tion carries her real name of 
Florencia Bisenta de Casilla 
Martinez Cardona, was hon- 


_ored for her work for many 


deserving causes, particular: 


ly those affecting her fellow 


Mexican-Americans. 


At the undergraduate 
afternoon ceremony Bishop 
Maher spoke of the ‘‘three 
kinds of faith’’ which are 
major pillars of the American 
system—belief in God, belief 


- in the ability of education to 


develop human potentialities 
and belief that science as- 
sured benign and continual 
progress. 


‘But in the last couple of 
decades,’’ he added, “‘all 
three pillars have undergone 
a great deal of chipping and 
cracking.”’ 


HE SPOKE of the ‘‘grow- 
ing climate of seculariza- 
tion... making worldly values 
absolute, restricting religion 
into an ever smaller sphere, 


. gradually eliminating its in- 


fluence in political, social, 
moral and cultural life. 


“Unless man’s conscience 
is enlightened by the knowl- 
edge of principles that ex- 
press God’s law, there can be 
no firm or lasting morality,”’ 
he said. 


Gov. McCall’s son, Tom 
Jr., was among those gradu- 
ating from the law school 
with magna cum laude 
honors in last Sunday’s 
ceremony. ; 


SPEAKING to the gradu- 


ates, the former Oregon 
governor urged them-~ to 
consider using their legal 
talents in public service at 
the state or national level. 


“Tt is a rare and foolish 
public official who does not 
work closely with lawyers in 
forming legislative programs 
or in making major policy 
decisions. 

“But the attorney’s role in 


government can go beyond 
that of counselor,’’ he said. 


““As Oregon’s chief execu-: 


tive I have seen that a legal 
education equips an individ- 
ual well for administration.”’ 


HE WARNED graduates, 
though, to keep the purposes 
of American government 
firmly in mind, ‘‘to establish 
justice, promote the general 
welfare and secure the 
blessings of liberty.’ 


Those principles must re- 
main with you “‘whether you 
find yourselves in advocacy 
against government or in 
governmental service’’ to 
prevent George Orwell’s pre- 
dictions for 1984 from becom- 
ing reality by 2000, and to 
keep those principles alive 
“until the sun burns _ this 
planet to a crisp.” 


Concluding the list of 
speakers at the law school 
graduation, Bishop Maher 
urged graduates to remem- 
ber the moral basis for our 
laws.

government. 


“If there are no eternal 
truths, if everything 
changes, then we may not 
complain when the standard 
of citizenship changes from 
freedom to servility and 
when democracy lapses into 
tyranny.”’
